Section 1. Section 8.6, Code Supplement 2007, is amended
by adding the following new subsection:

NEW SUBSECTION. 16. DESIGNATION OF SERVICES == FUNDING ==
CUSTOMER COUNCILS.

a. Establish a process by which the department, in
consultation with the department of administrative services,
shall determine which services provided by the department of
administrative services shall be funded by an appropriation
and which services shall be funded by the governmental entity
10 receiving the service.

11 b. Establish a process for determining whether the

12 department of administrative services shall be the sole_

13 provider of a service for purposes of those services which the
14 department determines under paragraph 'a" are to be funded by
15 the governmental entities receiving the service.

16 c. Establish, by rule, a customer council responsible for
17 overseeing the services provided solely by the department of
18 administrative services. The rules adopted shall provide for
19 all of the following:

20 (1) The method of appointment of members to the council by
21 the governmental entities required to receive the services.
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22 (2) The duties of the customer council which shall be as
23 follows:
24 (a) Annual review and approval of the department of

25 administrative services®™ business plan regarding services
26 provided solely by the department of administrative services.
27 (b) _ Annual review and approval of the procedure for
28 resolving complaints concerning services provided by the
29 department of administrative services.
30 (c) Annual review and approval of the ?rocedure for
31 setting rates for the services provided solely by the
32 department of administrative services.
33 (3) A process for receiving input from affected
34 governmental entities as well as for a biennial review by the
35 customer council of the determinations made by the deﬂartment
1 of which services are funded by an appropriation to the
2 department of administrative services and which services are
3 funded by the governmental entities receiving the service,
4 including any recommendations as to whether the department of
5 administrative services shall be the sole provider of a
6 service funded by the governmental entities receiving the
7 service._ The department, in consultation with the department
8 of administrative services, may change the determination of a
9 service if it is determined that the change is in the best
10 interests of those governmental entities receiving the
11 service.
12 d. If a service to be provided may also be provided to the
13 judicial branch and legislative branch, then the rules shall
14 provide that the chief justice of the supreme court and the
15 legislative council may, in their discretion, each appoint a
16 member to the customer council.

17 subsection 2. The department shall keep any vendor

18 identification information received from the department of

19 inspections and appeals as provided in section 10A.104,

20 subsection 8, and necessary for the quarterly reports,

21 confidential to the same extent as the department of

22 inspection and appeals is required to keep such information.
23 Confidential information received by the department from the
24 department of inspections and appeals shall not be disclosed
25 except pursuant to court order or with the approval of the
26 department of inspections and appeals.

1 Sec. 3. Section 8A.202, subsection 2, paragraph e, Code
2 2007, is amended by striking the paragraph.

3 Sec. 4. Section 8A.221, subsection 2, paragraph a,

4 subparagraph (2), Code 2007, is amended to read as follows:

5 2 Recommend to the director the priority of projects

6 associated with lowAccess. The recommendation may also

7 include a recommendation concerning funding for a project
8 proposed by a political subdivision of the state or an
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4 9 association, the membership of which is comprised solely of
4 10 political subdivisions of the state. Prior to recommending a

4 11 project proposed by a Eo itical subdivision, the advisory
4 12 council shall veri that all of the following conditions are

4 13 met:

4 14 (a) The proposed project provides a benefit to the state.
4 15  (b) The proposed project, once completed. can be shared

18 c The state retains ownership of any final product or is
4 19 granted a permanent license to the use of the product.

20 Sec. 5. Section 10A.104, subsection 8, Code 2007, is

21 amended to read as follows:

22 8. Establish by rule standards and procedures for

23 certifying that targeted small businesses are eligible to
participate in the procurement program established in sections
25 73.15 through 73.21. The procedure for determination of
26 eligibility shall not include self=certification Ey a
27 business. The director shall maintain a current directory of
28 targeted small businesses that have been certified pursuant to
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4 29 this subsection. The director shall also provide information
4 30 to the department of administrative services necessary for the

4 31 identification of targeted small businesses as provided under
4 32 section 8A.111. subsection 12.

33 Sec. 6. Section 305.10, subsection 1, paragraph h, Code
34 2007, is amended to read as follows:

35 h. Prepare all mandated reports, newsletters, and
publications for electronic distribution in accordance with
government information policies, standards, and guidelines. A
reference copy of all mandated reports, newsletters, and
publications shall be located at an electronic repository for

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8 Sec. 7. Section 8A.121, Code 2007, is repealed.
9 EXPLANATION

10 This bill concerns department of administrative services

11 operations.

12 The bill provides that the department of management, and

13 not the department_of administrative services, is responsible

14 for determining which services provided by the department of

15 administrative services shall be funded by an appropriation

16 and which services will be funded by the government entities

17 receiving the service. The bill requires the department_ of

18 management to consult with the department of administrative

19 services in making this determination. The bill also provides

20 that the department of management is responsible for

21 determining which services that will be funded by the

22 government entities shall be solelK provided by the department

23 of administrative services. For those services solely

24 Brovided by the department of administrative services, the

ill provides for the department of management to establish a

26 customer council responsible for reviewing the department of

27 administrative services® business plan and setting the rates

28 charged government entities regarding the services provided.

29 Code section 8A.121, which provided that the department of

30 administrative services is responsible for these duties, is

31 repealed.

32 New Code section 8A.111 lists reports that the department

33 of administrative services Is required to prepare or produce

34 under current law. The section also provides that the

35 department maintain as confidential any confidential
1 information received by the department from the department of
2 ins?ections and appeals to prepare reports concerning targeted
3 small businesses.

4 Code section 8A.221, concerning the duties of the lowAccess
5 advisory council, is amended to provide that the council, when
6 recommending the priority of lowAccess projects, may also
7 include a recommendation concerning funding for a project
8 proposed by a political subdivision of the state or an
9 association representing political subdivisions. The bill

10 also provides that_ prior to recommending a project by a

11 political subdivision the council shall verify that the

12 project benefits the state, will be shared with other

13 governmental entities, and that the state retains ownership of

14 a final product or is granted a permanent license to use the

15 product.

16 Code section 10A.104(8) is amended to provide that the

17 director of the department of inspections and appeals provide

18 information to the department of administrative services

19 necessary for the identification of targeted small businesses

20 in preparing reports by the department of administrative

21 services.

22 Code section 305.10, concerning agency records, is amended

23 to eliminate the requirement that the department of

24 administrative services develop and maintain an electronic

25 repository for public access.
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
